Kentucky and Her Sanitary Boat. — T he 
Military Board cf the State, the Sanitary Com 
rotation, and Dr. Perin, the Assistant Medical 
Director of this District, sent the tin© passenger 
steamboat Telegraph No. 3 to Pittsburg Landing 
yesterday in starch if Kettncky tick or wounded 
foldiers. Under a most liberal offer from Capt. 
Z. M. Sherley, orders were given by the Sanitary 
Commission that if, upon tho arrival of the boat 
at Pittsburg, there was a prospect of a bat- 
tle. the boat should remain in readiness to 
take care of the woondtd. The entire sani- 
tary measures wtre placed in the bands of 
Dr. Wm. 8. Cbipley, of Lexington, who selected 
an able corps of surgeons to aid him in rendering 
all possible service to the wounded, and Dr. Perin 
and the Sanitary Commission gave the Medical 
corps a sufficient number of experienced and tkil- 
ful nurses to carry oat tho general design of the 
mission. Among these volunteer nurses are Mrs. 
Dr. 8omerby, Mrs. Dr. McClelland, Mrs. Dr. Bell, 
Mies Anna Drabelle, Mrs. Jennie Colton, Mies 
Muir, Mrs. Wood Wilson, Mrs. E. C. Johnston, 
Mrs. [Meull, and Miss Bennett, the Rev. Mr. 
Buehnell, Dr. W. H. Goddiid, Jr., James Ma- 
lone, Jr., and Edward Gallagher. 

The Military Board and the Sanitary CorAmie 
sioD, with the prompt, fall, and cheerful aid of 
Dr. Perir, have equipped the boat ia a stylo 
worthy of the Commonwealth, whose missionary 
cf affection she is. The Sanitary Ccmmisrion 
tender l heir cordial thanks to the various medical 
men who proffered their aervios for an occision of 
this kind. After the determination was made for 
employing the boat, there waB no time for accept- 
ing these generous offers, except such cases as 
rould be reached by telegraph. All those gentle- 
men were notified, and each one retched here in 
time to get on the boat. May Heaven prosper 
the noble boat in her noble work. 



Tite Atlantic Teleoraiii —The whole 
amount required to lay down and put into work- 
ing order a Dew submarine Atlantic telegraph is 
estimated at £700,000 ($3,500,000), of which the 
United States are expected to supply a large por- 
tion. Mr. Seward has communicated to the 
American Minister in London that “the President 
entertains the most favorable views of the great 
enterprise in question, and would be happy to co- 
operate with the British government in securing 
its successful execution, and such arrangements 
as wonld guaranty to both nations reciprocal ben- 
efits from the use cf tha telegraph, not ody id 
times of peace, but even in times of war, if, con- 
trary to our detire and expectation, and to the 
great detriment of both nations, war should ever 
arise between them.'* We agree with the Phila- 
delphia Press that the only arrangement upon 
which thta country ought to take up and j »in in 
this new telegraph scheme is that it should have 
an American terminus. With one end in Ireland 
and the other in Newfoundland, or any other part 
of British North America, it will bo wholly an 
English affair, got up with American money, and 
liable to be worse th m aseleas to us in case of 
war. 

Commodore Foote’s Associate —Captain 
thas. H. Davi?, U. 8. N., who has been assign- 
ed to the Mississippi flotilla as an assistant to 
Commodore Foote, was the fleet captain of the 
Dupont expedition and eecond in command. De 
is a native cf Massachusetts, and entered the 
navy in 1823. In 185-1 he was promoted to the 
rank of commandor, and the present war brought 
him to the higher rank of captain. According to 
the naval register of I860 ho bad seen eighteen 
years' service at eea, and fifteen years on land; 
and was at that time (1860) superintendent of the 
Nautical Almanac. Capt. Davis ia a man of 
about the same eg© as Flag Officer Foote, having 
entered the navy only one year later than he.

TENNESSEE AND GOV. JOHNSON’S MISSION. 

To the mind of the statesman, the patriot, the 
philosopher, and the philanthropist, there is, par- 
baps, presented no more fertile field of inquiry 
than in ovents recently past and n->w transpiring 
in the United States. The human intellrct is on 
the alert, while great and novel questions are 
being evolved, the determination of which may 
eventuate in the ultimale welfare of the peiple 
and well-being of the Government. Among the 
most interesting questions tbua arising, it is pto- 
bable many will be found in the current history 
of Tennessee. 

In ordaining and establishing the Constitution 
of tbe United States, the people expressly declare 
it their object **to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tranquillity, 
provide for tbe common defence, promote tbe gen- 
•eral welfare, and secure thebls-sings of liberty 
to ourselvea and our posterity.” This was the 
action of the people of the United States, not of 
the States in their sovereign capacities, not carved 
out of existing State sovereignties , nor a surrender 
of powers already existing in the 8tate govern- 
ments. These powers remained unaltered and 
unimpaired, exc»pt so far as granted by Ike people 
to the Government of the United States. (1 \\ r heat. 
324, 4 Wheat. 316). 

Something over twel . e months ago, the State 
of Tennessee, by a vote of nearly' seventy thous- 
and, refused to call a convention to deliberate 
upon the queeticn cf Uoion or disunion — so fear- 
ful was she that her friendly relations toward the 
National Government might be unfavorably af- 
fected. Yet, subsequently, by the as^nishiDg 
intrigue cf ambitious leaders, she was hurled into 
the vortex of rebellion, and so violent was the 
usurpation which immediately en.ued, that, for a 
time, the authority of the United States was held 
in abeyance or suspension — the Union endangered 
— ju3tice perverted, domestic tranquillity disturbed 
if not destroyed, and the blessings of liberty se- 
cured to us by tbe action of the pcopls ia the 
formation of our national constitution nearly lost 
to us and our posterity. And all this assumed to 
be done by existing State sovereignties, pretending 
the resumption of potcers formerly surrendered to 
the United States by tbe separate S'ates. No 
rooner, however, had Tennessee been thus seduced 
and involved than she was deserted and betrayed 
by these very leaders, and, though for tbe time de 
privtd of the presence of tbe United States Gov- 
ernment, ehe was left so completely destitute of 
all State Government, that three thousand offices 
were actually vacated, either by the abdication 
or active treason of the incumbents. Strange as 
it may appear, this seems almost exclusively to 
have been a rebellion of officeholders — legislative, 
judicial, and exteutive — all of whom had solemn- 
ly sworn to support the Constitution of the United 
States. 

Our National Government, finding this State in 
such a condition, resolved at once to perform the 
high and responsible duties imposed up >n her by 
the Constitution, she beiDg required to “preserve 
the Union, insure domestic tranquillity, provide 
for the common defence, promote the general 
welfare,” &c. It was evident she bad the power, 
otherwise the duty would be entirely nugatory. 
For, though the cise of Tennessee was anomalous, 
yet the obligation of the National ^Tovwrriment 
being fixed and defined, the necessary power is 
held to result by implication (Tucker’s Black- 
etone, 202). For there is not a grant of powers 
in the Constitution of the United States which 
do'S not draw after it others not expressed, bat 
vital to their exercise ; not tubstantive and inde- 
per.dant, but auxiliary and subordinate (6 Wheat. 
204, 1 Hall's Law Journal 465, Sergeant's Con. 
Law 301). The power and thedaty corref ponding, 
the choice of the mean?, as well as the method, 
was It ft to the goodness and wisdom of the Gov- 
ernment. 

The United States, with maternal solicitude and 
sorrow, beheld and commiserated the condition of 
Tennessee, and regretted the violent temporary 
suspension of National authority, by which she 
was prevented from rendering oarlier relief. Ac- 
cordingly, no sooner had Tennessee’s enemies bsen 
stripped of their usurped power, than it was re- 
solved to place her, at once, in the sime position 
toward the National Government which she had 
occupied prior to the commencement of tbe re- 
bellion. Tennessee not being in a territorial con- 
dition, and it being constitutionally impossible to 
reduce her to aneb — 3be having framed her Con- 
stitution, submitted it to Congress and been 
formally received into tbe statorhood of States, 
thui becoming an integral part of the Union, 
there being no civil government here, and no 
means of immediately reorganizing the civil 
power — it therefore became necessary to meet the 
exigencies of tho occasion by tbe administra- 
tion of civil government under a military form. 
And the civil and military power being happily 
and harmoniously blended, Governor Andrew 
Johnson, being nominated by the President, was 
confirmed by the Senate Brigadier- General, and 
assign* d to the State of Tenncseee as his field of 
duty, clothed with all prepsr powers for the eame. 

When thta appointment was announced it was 
f-ared by eomo of our intelligent citizens, not 
withstanding Gov. Johnson’s stroDg native intel- 
lect, enriched by ripe experience, and cultivated 
and enlarged bv tbe close, intense study of many 
years, that, so greatly had he suffered and tuch 
ast cause had lie for complaint as well as anger, 
perhaps his feeliDgs would so far sway a9 to em 
bitter him and mark his administration with an 
unfortunate severity. Bat sires bis arrival here 
— since hta views and opinions have become 
known — since hta policy has been enunciated and 
his cocdact observed — sirco his entire forgetful- 
ness of private injury has been manifested by his 
exclusive devotion to the intorejta and welfare of 
the government, it is believed that a more suita- 
ble selection coold not have been made. As Brig- 
adier General assigned to this State, ho is the ac- 
credited representative of the United States. Be- 
ing sent here to “insure domestic tranquillity,” 
and to extend the protection of the government 
to tbe people in consideration of their allegiance, 
be is possessed of the right to exercise such means 
as wou d secure the attainment of these ends. 

Judging from his conduct heretofore, as well as 
from <be policy he has announced, he intends con- 
forming as nearly to the rules and regulations of 
civil law a6 is possible under existing circum- 
stances ; and he will only resort to the military 
arm for the enforcement of tbe law, when the 
civil authority is inadequate to its accomplish- 
ment. Be comes to tho State, which he has so 
long served and deeply loved, as a pacificator, 
actuated alone by an earnest, patriotic deeir* to 
promote her true and substantial happiness. Iu 
his “ Appeal to the people of Tennessee” he says : 

To the people themselves, the protection of th« 
Government is extond«d. All iheir rights will 
be duly respected, and their wrongs sedressed 
when made known. These who through the dark 
and wear}’ night of the rebellion have maintain 
ed their allegiance to the Federal Government 
will be honored. The erring and misguided will 
be welcomed on their return. And whi e it may 
become nrcaseary, in vindicating the violatel 
majesty of the law, and in reasserting its impe- 
rial sway, to pnnish intelligent and conscious 
treason in bigh places, no merely re aliatory or 
vindictive policy will oe adopted. To those, es- 
pecially, who m a private, unofficial capacity 
h&vo ajfc-umed an attitude of hostility to the Gov- 
ernment, a full and complete amnesty for all past 
acis aDd declarations is offered, upon the one con- 
dition cf their again yielding tbem3e)vos peaceful 
citizms to the just supremacy of the laws. This 
I adviso them to do for their own good, and for 
I he peace and welfare of our beloved State, en- 
deared to me by the associations cf long and ac- 
tive years, and by the enio}-ment of b«r highest 
honors. 

The mfcsion of Gov. Johnson is to reorganize 
the Slate Government, and enable Tennessee to 
resume her appropriate relation to the Federal 
Government; and while thta is being done “to 
preserve the public property of the State, to give 
the protection of law” to the persons and private 
properly of the citizens. To effect which it be- 
comes his daty to till the vacant offices “until 
the State shall be restorod so far to its accos- 
t nraed quiet, that the people can assemble at the 
ballot box and select agents of their own choice 
Otherwise anarchy would prevail and no man’s 
life or property wculd be safe from the deeperate 
and unprincipled. ” 

The performance of tbeso delicate, difficult, and 
laborious duties will require the fullest exercise 
of hit knowledge of mer; his large acquaintance 
with the people of Tennessee, their wants, opin- 
ions, views, and sentiment*; hta firm will and in- 
dexible resolution; bis determined eoergy and 
• irelesj industry; his quick discernment, sound 
Judgment and strong common sense, united to his 
wtrn love for Tennessee and his patriotic attach- 
ment to the Constitution, the laws, and govern- 
ment of the United 8tates. Tbe task, we con- 



fess, is herculean, but we have an abiding failb in 
his ability for its successful accomplishment.

It is to be fistened 
to the shonlders of the horse, immediately in front 
of the saddle, and may be elevated, depressed, 
and swerved to the line of assault with rapidity. 
Aslide ia the breech admits the cartridge, and the 
spetdy movements of cockio^ and pulling the 
trigger despatches it on its mission of destrucion 
without the dtlijs of capping and priming. Its 
most effective service, it is claimed, will be in 
breaking tbe solid rquaros cf infantry formed for 
the reception of cavalry. 

Henry Evans, of New Bedford, has invent- 
ed a steam tl jating battery, designed for coast aud 
harbor defenses, which promise* to be of consid- 
erable utility. Her draft will Be about 6)4 feet 
when ready for service, and about five feec expos- 
ed above water, co constructed that it will be im- 
pervious to tho fire of tfie enemy. The battery 
is designed to mount four large guna amidehip (if 
thought best)? on a strong turn-table, designed 
expressly for that purpose, so arranged that the 
four gnus may be discharged from one port either 
side. 

CasseH’a pentelegraph, an instrument which ta 
said to be capible of use ia copping autograph?, 
designs, and portrait, so that a man can send his 
lady-love a letter in lita own hand, and receive 
her picture in answer over wires hundreds of miles 
long — an invention with the wonders of which 
English and Continental j jarnata are in ecitacios 
— ta pronounced by our scientific men a mere im- 
itation of a process patented in this country by 
Bain as early as 1846, and fwUtd, after a moat 
thorough trial, to bo an utter failure for all prac- 
tical purposes. 

Wagite ta tbe name givon to a mineral lately 
discovered in tho Ural mountains It presents 
the appearance of a concretion of crusts, the sur- 
face of which bristles with small asperities which, 
seen through a magnifying glass, have the ap 
pearance of brilliant crystals resembling zeolite. 
Their color is a light blue, with a tendency to 
green. The specific gravity cf this mineral is 
2 7, its hardnees 5; it ta soluble in acid without 
effervescence, yields water bv carfrikiation, ta un- 
fusible u der the blow pipe, becoming opaque by 
the action of flame; with borax it yields a color- 
leee glass. 

Nathaniel Swan died in Salem, Mats., a few 
days since, at the age of 80 yearsi He died in 
the house in which he was born, and out of which 
he had never slept but one night, daring hta 
long life. 

A father, who was about to send his son to one 
of our untversi ies, remarked to a friend that tbe 
youth possessed every requisite fitting him for 
college, except genius ani application. 

A go >d anecdote ta told of one of tbe Connecti- 
cut boys. While iu conversation with a rebel, 
after tfie capture of Fort Pulaski, the latter said:

The Yankee, a very 
demure- looking specimen, innocently replied: 
“We do not make them of woed any longer, ” and 
pointing to ofieof the big prcje :tile3 lying near, 
which bad breached tne fort, added quiotiy, “we 
make them now of iron.” Sicesh subsided. 

J. Thompson Alden. of Foxlnrough, of the 
firm of C. li &, J. T. Al lan, straw dealers, wa9 
instantly killed at Mansfield Station, on the Bos- 
ton and Providence Riilroad, last week. 



Pay and Transportation of Troops— The 
following general orders have been issued from 
the War Department: 

1. All agents appointed by the Governor of a 
State, under its laws, to obtain from its volunteer 
soldiers assignments of pay for tbe benefit of their 
families, will be recognized as tuch by the Pay 
mas ers, who will affotd them all the necessary 
facilities for » hat purpose, so far as ta consistent 
wiih the public fervice 

2. Transportation to soldiers on rick leave may 
be furnished, and the c -st stopped from their pay 
in tbe same way as other stoppages are made. 
Nece sary transports bn furnished to soldiers on 
sick leave by the authorities of any State to which 
fuch soldiers belong, will be deducted from their 
pay and refunded to the State by the Paymaster, 
whose warrant for the stepp ige will be the cer- 
tificiteof the proper agent of the State, accom 
panied by the receipt of the soldier for the trans- 
portation. Where several soldiers of different 
companies are concerned, separate accourts wflj 
be made for each company. 



Civilization and Humanity of Rebel- 
dom— Hospitals.— The rebels in thta region, 
knowing themselves better than they know the 
loyal men, can scarcely credit the idea that the 
rebel sick and wounded are treated ia the Gov- 
ernment hospitals precisely as the loyal are. 
And, as if determined not to believe what 
would be incredible if tho matter were in their 
hands, they are in the habit of insulting the 
Government officials of tho hospitals by assum- 
ing that if the rebel sick and wounded arc left 
to the mercies of the loyal they must suffer. 

At home, where neither the National 
Government nor the loyal can bo defied, in- 
sulted, and aggravated by pretences of Samar- 
itanism, the rebels have no special care for 
hospitals nor rebel funerals. Wc gave not 
long since a picture of their hospital devotion 
at Bowling Green. Wo could give, if possi- 
ble, a darker portraitu re of their deeds in their 
own hospitals at Hopkinsville, but we prefer 
to copy from the London Times of March 27 
a dagnerrjotype drawn by the hand of a master 
who must be accepted as a disinterested wit- 
s. The sketch was written by the special 
correspondent of the Daily (Edinburgh) Rj- 
viow, who was in Nashville, and drew his pic- 
ture on the spot. If tho writer had any lean- 
ings betwoen* tho rebellion and tho loyal, he 
was, of courso, a sympathizer with the rebels. 

Ho had the freedom of Nashville, and, only 
a few days before the attack on Fort Donelson, 
he went from Nashville to the Fort and had 
free access to any part of it. Wo ask the 
reader’s attention to his graphic picture of 
rebel hospital work at Nashville, and if such 
was the devotion of the rebels to their sick at 
Nashville what must it have been in less fa- 
vored plac3b? Rjader, when you hear rebels 
talk of hospitals or of their desire to help the 
sick, hold up the faithful mirror before them, 
which we take from the London Times, and 
ask them why they did not do it, when they 
had the whole business under their own man- 
agement. 

The Confederate Army in Tennessee . — The 
Daily (Edinburgh) Ravtaw publishes the follow- 
ing letter from ita special American correspon- 
dent; 

Nashville, Tennessee Fob. 19. 

“I write surrounded by the distraction of alarm 
ard divi led counsels — tho inhabitants urging the 
evacuation of Nash villo the Ganerals foiling 
oq making a stand. Torrenta of rain have fallen, 
and the rich lard round tbe ci v ij a trampl-d 
waste of mud, through which trains of ommta- 
sariat carts are being dragged by wearied oxen 
and mules. Soldiering op here ia no play. The 
absence of a coat and a raggtd t hirt may be sug- 
gestive cf merriment oa the sunny shores of the 
Mexican Gulf, but here, in a climate as bad as 
yours, tho )o s ta a misfortune, bringing diseise 
and death iu its train. In spite of all that can 
be don** for the troop*, they are suffering trrrib’y— 
sacrificing bu iness and occupition, exposed to 
cold, and wet, and fatigue, to richness and suffer- 
ing, dying by hundreds fro n expo?urt; while 
thousuids of hearts at home are aching, anxious, 
sinkirg under protracted anxiety. The army 
which at present guard?, or encumbers, Nash- 
ville ta an ex empjrized one, f rmed of the wrecks 
cf several divi lions and tb« fugitives from Fort 
DoneLoo, under General Floyd. No prepara- 
tions bad b*eu made for encamping, and very 
fdw of ihe regiment* retained their czmp eq*u- 
>age on their retreat. The army is demoralir. d 
»y repeated reverses; and companies make 
their appearance without < fficers, and 
officers witfic ul coirpinfos, and whole regiments 
without arms. The tendency to pillage is rapidly 
developing. Tho eVrakeepers have closed their 
shutters, and some of them have already refustd 
to take Confederate paper. If it were n *t tot the 
humanity of tho ’adies even the si< k and wounded, 
of whom th' re are upwards of 4,000 in the city, 
would be left untended. Hundreds of im<n and 
women are c uuing in utterly destitute, having 
travelled miles on foot or with tbe help of any 
chance cmvevanco. and with nothing but the 
clothes they wore. 1 Their houses w»re d-stroyed 
and their farms deflated— it ta d ffhult to say by 
which army, but probably by botfi. The hus- 
bands and fathers of some had ba«-n shot. It ta 
difficult to imagino the was-e aud horrors of the 
bloody borderland. The opposing armies find it 
as the Gudsn of Ed»n, and leave it as a deso- 
late wilderness, aud, from what I can taarn, 
property ha? been rq lally diorrgudid on both 
aid*8 in tho late advance and retreat. The sol- 
di jrs are suffering such mtaeries that almost any 
amount of misconduct ta excusable. Tho camp 
is a sea of mud, almost bottomless income ptacet. 
There are scarcely any tentf; the rain ta pouring, 
soaking, and ponet rating; a rain, cold, cheeiless, 
unmitigated; and many of tbe men baveonly a 
tingle blanket, and fow have shoes. They have 
no cookiog apparatus, and are eating raw salt 
pork and raw turnip?, and drinking wator which 
contains the seeds cf dysentery. Many of the 
men, if they bad arms, wculd be umble to car- 
ry them, and lie on the wet earih huddled to- 
gether for warmth, too weak and helpless to 
staggor to the nearest hospital shed, dying with- 
out an arm to save or an eye to pity, ‘one mute 
shadow watching all.’ Scarcely fares it bet- 
ter with the sick and wounded, except those 
who are in private houses The number is so 
vast, tbe appliances so cm ill, the aspect of affairs 
so gloomy, and tho lukewarmne s in the can j .e of 
8ece:6ion’so great, that the nurring machinery baa 
given way, unable to bear the strain. Misa Cox, 
its main spring, is herself down with fever, the 
surgeons are worn out, and death ta stalking rim 
pant in all the bo.*pitata, with mi' her food nor 
medicine to bar his approach. Yesterday the 
deaths among tbe soldiers reached 200, and to- 
day long funeral train?, bearing the unccffined 
ddifo to their nameless graves, have b ea passing 
every hour. 1 visited a church, the best man- 
aged of the hospital?, containing 400 skk There 
were a few iron bedsteads aad a Urge number of 
mat’resses oil the fl *>r, but evon hero many men 
were lying oa sawdust covered with a piece of 
cotton tick. The building wss overcrowded ami 
filthy; there was no attempt at clas ificatior; 
pitieuts delirious in fever ravings were side by 
side with those in the last exhaustion of dysen- 
terv, or struggling ia tho agonies of death A 
fetid ‘break down’ odor pervaded the building, 
aDd ghastly convalescents in groups, half naked, 
were huddled together wherever a vacant corntr 
could be found l here wore no shirt?, and the 
men, however ill, even though near dei h, wero 
in their ordinary clothes with their overcoats for 
pillows’ Oi one cf the bods a young officer, 
burning with fever, lay. He had evidently baen 
delicately nurtured, and his bright eye? were fix- 
ed with a diseased, unna'urd lustra upon a minia- 
ture of a regal-looking woman, which he held in 
his hectic, wasted hands, his hot purple lips all 
the while murmuring. 'Mother, mother ’ He 
was covered with a single blanket — enoagh as 
long as disease was barning in his veins cf fire — 
and hta bead rolled frtin side to side uneasily wiih 
the in'ense piin. vainly trying to find re’ief or 
rest m tbe hard unyielding knaps ick wh'ch 
was his only pil'ow. ' 1 knelt by him and 
bathed bis face with tome wafer, while 
one cf the gray robed ladies placfd a pillow under 
his head. 'Ab. mother, 1 knew you would come,’ 
he said, *tlta ta tho first moment cf comfort I 
have known for a week.’ The worst placi wa6 
an old granary outride Narii ille, to which many 
of tbe wouuded had been carried to lie beside the 
fever and dysentery patients. ‘Ho who eaters 
hero leaves hope behind’ might well be written 
over its low browed portal. Dimly lighted, an 
earthen flx>r, two r6dbot stoves, damp, unclean, 
muddy, with < he emril of a charnel house, dreary, 
crowded, helpless, homeless, lifo and deaMi in 
horrible juxtapositior ; no mattresses, no clothing, 
few blanket.-; one water pail gDd two tmall tin 
barins for over 200 men; no stimulants for low fo- 
verr, little medicine, no opiates; the food, *alt pork, 
hard bread, h miny, and rice half cocked, nothing 
with reiisu or nourishment; strong young men 
with still a gooddral of life in them, weeping 
over untempt fog food — misery, hrpelecs, unalle- 
viated, was everywhere. Patients in *ild de- 
lirium were tossing themselves and grasping vain- 
ly at the barren air, reaching for water, tearing 
their hair, glaring fiercely at each other; dysen- 
tery pitients, shivering and exhausted, had lain 
tbemeelveB down to die, the cMd death-sweat un- 
wiped, the hard, dry lips unmristemd; the 
wounded, racccd with pair, were wri’hing till in 
a uno violent spasm the bandage would burst and 
the life-blooi ebb ont on the fi >or — the fl :or itself 
wet and cold with puddles of slimy gore — the 
audacious rats rudely assaulting the heaps cf an- 
imated rags before life was extinct; the livirg 
and the dead were lying in a promiscuous raase. 
Nine dead bodies wera unremov .d,two hid bled to 
death, and those who lay near to them had in vain 
tried to drag themselves beyoi.d the huge crimson 
pool in which the dead men lay. Seven esn more 
were in death's la^t agonies, and yet at noon the 
surgeons had not been their rounds. Some of 
the bodies were terribly contorted, most awful to 
lock upon, but one or two had that look of mar - 
vellous relief which weary mortals y pometiraes 
assumes when its turbulent inmate ha 3 departed. 
If the rights were terrible, the sounds were 
enough to ring ia tbe ears for a lifetime; idiotic 
giggling, freezied shtiek3 of maniacal laughter, 
groans of agony, frerzied prayer?, tbe low mur- 
mur wrung by despair from dying lips, raving, 
howling, sobbing, cries for aid, ard, above all, for 
water, mingling in one fell discord. And more 
piteous than all were the cries for ghostly conso- 
lation from the lipa of uosbriv<-n dying men, on 
whose ‘low, dark verge cf life’ no twilight of 
eternal day was dawning, who were crying for 
mercy at the eleventh fo ur as thair dark, sin- 
filled lives rcse before them in terrible retrospect. 
Who shall say that thair ‘lain* hands of faith,’ 
stretched out in that, latest darkness, have failed 
to gra»p the Christ? It U not likely that these 
men can p)iaotn much recuperative power; for, 
whatever mav be tbe quantity and q jality of the 
rations served out to the troops, tho cooking de- 
partment ii in such a wretched condition that the 
food is eaten nearly raw, and the msn are con- 
stantly so exhausted from the want of it and 
hard marching that they have to be shaken up 
by their officers, or pricked with tbe swcrdV

And tfiniliug skies alternate o'er us reign; 

The grass is springing verdant on the plain. 

And little germs that long ti«re have been sleepiug

The delicate- footed May has crept noiseless- 
ly and timidly among us, and proffers her 
choicest bouquets of fresh flowers and garlands 
of waving green branches (or our acceptance. 
How the roseate flush becomes her smiling 
face, and how like odors from “Araby the 
blest" is her warm breath. All nature stirs 
with happier pulsatiens at her presence; the 
birds render the woods vocal with joy at her 
approach; the leaves on every tree twitter with 
delight; the waterfall leaps in tho sunbeams as 
they sparkle her tresses with their wealth of 
jewelry and play in dalliance upon her young

white robed peace; bring back the gladness 
and the brightness of the past and shower such 
heaven born wealth of gifts upon u«, that in 
their full enjoyment wc may forget the sorrows 
of the past and ne’er remember whence they 
sprang. 

<sy Felons have rights we presume as well 
as the uncaged rogueB who have been hunting 
for them and fighting for them in the Southern 
Confederacy. Tho Tennessee Legislature, 
after that State was prestidigitatod out of the 
Union, evidently thought so, for the following 
is one of the laws passed by that over-memo- 
rable- aud- never-to-be-forgotten body: 

Chap. 3, Sac. 1. Be >( further enacted, That 
all psrsoni against whom indictments or present- 
meats for mitdemoanors may be p mdiog, and who 
have enlisted under this act in tbe service of tho 
State, the same may b> dismissed at tha discre- 
tion of tho judge before whom the same is pend- 
ing. as well as forfeiture against the defendant 
and his securities 

This law did not stand as a dead letter on 
the statute book, and every patriot who had 
been indicted for murder, arson, bigamy, bur- 
glary, robbery, theft, perjury, adultery, and 
such like venal little offences, if his Southern 
heart was fired, if he felt his chivalry aroused, 
and wanted to die in the last ditch, could ob- 
tain a pardon and full absolution from Gov. 

The Nash- 
ville Union tells us that pardons for these 
crimes are now lying in the Secretary’s office 
with this condition annexed to them in Gov.

Interesting Correspondence. — On the 
23d of January, the U. S. gunboat Samuel 
Rotan, of one of our blockading squadrons, 
overhauled and captured the Confederate 
steamer Calhoun, which appears to have left 
Havana on that day. Upon the approach of 
the Rotan, two boatloads of people were seen 
to put off from the Calhoun, which was run 
aground and set on fire. Tho fire was extin- 
guished by the captors, and the prize was or- 
dered to Philadelphia for adjudication. 

Among the papers found on board were 
some that were evidently tho property of the 
Hon. Thomas Butler King, who had re- 
ceived most of them in Franco, where ho was 
acting as an agent of Georgia for the promo- 
tion of certain internal improvements in that 
State, but exerting himself mainly to obtain 
the recognition of rebel independence. Tho 
National Iatelligencer of last Friday publishes 
nearly four columns of the letters to Mr. King, 
but wo must be brief in our extracts. Thomas 
Butler King we always thought a very poor 
creature. He may be remembered as having 
represented Georgia in the United States 
Senate. When one of tho Whig administra- 
tions came into power, he made a very earnest 
personad request of us to use our influence to 
procure his appointment to a place in the 
Cabinet, a request that no man of pride or 
self respect could possibly have been persuad- 
ed to make. 

The first of these letters was written on tho 
day after Mr. Lincoln's inauguration and be- 
fore Mr. King’s departure from the United 
States : 

Macon, March 5, 1861. 

Mr King— Dear ?ir : I eni lose you a printed 
letter of Governor Johnson, written some time 
since, on the sutjict of Brunswick end its pros- 
pects, which may possibly hi of use to you on 
account of the official position occuoud by him. 
No'hing new. Most people read Lincoln's io- 
augural as a “no figh,” measure, and few care a 
"cuss” whether it is or no. 

Yours, A. E COCHRAN. 

We suspect that the writer and his friends 
have learned ere this to care not only “a cuss" 
but a good many stomach fulls of “cusses” 
for tho war. His was the style of contempt 
and defiance that the whole of the secession- 
ists used at the date of his lotter and for a 
considerable time afterwards. The following 
is a portion of a letter written to King after 
his arrival in Europe : 

[Private aud confidential. 1 

Naiv York April 10, 1861. 
Bon T. Butler King, Paris: 

* * * This day Fort Sumpter will be at- 
tacked, and before this reaches you, Pickens ; 
then all the slave States will rush together, a 
separation will of course follow, and the Confede- 
racy acknowledged ; then capital will follow, and 
we can curry our plans. 1 have enlisted in this 
matter with a will and determination that knows 
no tiring. You and myself are the only 0003 that 
take that determined and confident view of it. 

Yours, very truly, J. COWLES. 

Thus the whole programme, as early as the 
10th of April, was laid out, and had no doubt 
been laid out for weeks. On that day Fort 
Sumpter was to be attacked, then Fort Pick- 
ens, then all the slave States were to rush out 
together, then the Confederacy was to be ac- 
knowledged, and then “we can carry our 
plans." 

Hero is something from the notorious 
Beverly Tucker, of Virginia, Mr. Buchanan’s 
Consul at Liverpool, who disgraced himself 
and bis country by his swindling operations in 
that city : 

Montreal, Thursday, Juna 27, 1861. 

Mt Dear Mr King: Mr. Bisbie goes out, as 
you did, with the confidence of his Stale, and 
wiih not altogether disiimilar views. I beg to 
commend him to vou most cordially as a gentle 
man worthy in all respects of your confidence, 
conference, and personal esteem. I have told 
him of your tremendous pamphlet, and I have 
taken the liberty to promise him that you would 
read it to him. Ha will take to you mast interes- 
ting intelligence from the South We have 
wh ipped the scoundrel* in three instances, and, 
what is worse for them though better for us, wo 
have proved already t heir utter imffiriency to 
cope with us. Not tho least gratifying element 
is tho threatening aspect of England and the 
United States, or rather the rotten Government 
at Washington. God grant that it may lead to 
a rupture, and that “John Ball” tnav blow their 
blockade sky-high. If he does this I will forgive 
him a load of his self-conceit, arrogance, and 
hollow philanthropy. BEV. TUCKER 

Perhaps the writer of that letter, if, un- 
fortunately for the honest portion of maDkiud 
he is still alive, has concluded by this time 
that what he considered the proofs of the utter 
inefficiency of the “scoundrels," as ho called 
them, to cope with the rebels, were a little in- 
complete. He can judge better of such mat- 
ters now than he could then, and perhaps ho 
will very soon be able to judge better of them 
than he can now. 

Here comes a letter from another fellow: 

Hotel Royale, Dieppe, Thdrsday. 

My Dear Mr. King: I can do nothing about 
the Times, except point out to you that you hid 
better visit tho Times’ correspoi.dant in Paris, 2 
Rue Lcpsletier. I gave you a Utter to hi n, if 
yon remember. 

You mas - , allow that all ray predictions have 
been verified. It will, I think, be all over la 
January at the latest; only, I wish they would 
take Washington; but I suppose they wish to 
make sure of Missouri, Kentucky, and Tennessee 
first, and in that they are right. Did you leave 
your letter with Sir 0. Wooc? 

Yonra truly, E. FEIRSE. 

This shows the s’eret tampering with the 
London Times which all intelligent men in 
this country had no doubt was going on. Mr. 
Pcirsc thought tho United States would be con- 
quered in January at the latest, but he could 
hardly reconcile himself to the thought of the 
delay of the rebels to tako Washington; still 
he tried to reconcile bitmelf to that delay as 
he best might upon tho supposition that “they 
wanted to make sure of Missouri, Kentucky, 
and Tennessee first.” We wonder what ho 
thinks of himself and other things now. We 
will close with a letter from a Mr. Bisbie: 

London, Sept. 13, 1861. 

My Dear Sir: I saw a gentleman — Dr. Smith 
of Kon'ucky, a practising physician of eminence — 
hero to-day, who haa linns If written a work on 
our home affairs. In the course of our conversa- 
tion to-day he said: “I don’t know Butler King 
personally, but 1 know his report on naval af- 
fair* (0. S ) and hia letter to the Minister, for I 
read the proofs here when being printed. 1 know, 
too, that he has done more than all the rest here 
for onr cause, and I'll be damned if I don't preach 
the fact aloud when I get home again.'

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“Yankee Bierce. ” — We publish to-day quite 
a chatty letter from this old theatrical acquaint- 
ance. Some of its details are a little old, for the 
letter was posted at Dublin, March 14, and 
started for New York March 31st, but its ap 
pearance before our readers has been delayed. 
Mr. Bierce promises to keep us pasted as regards 
the great exhibition, and as he is a curious ob- 
server and .‘killed in all handicraft, a painter, a 
sculptor, and a modeller, his notes on the variety 
which the world is expected to contribute on that 
occasion must prove interesting. 

Louisville Water Works. — The fourth an- 
nual report of this company is published in an- 
other column, and is very interesting and gener- 
ally satisfactory. While atkiog its general pe- 
rusal as a matter of vital importance to our citi- 
zens and to tax payers, we may state that during 
the past year lha improvements necessary to fin- 
ish and protect the Works have been nearly com 
pletod and will be entirely finished during the 
present season, leaving no future outlay but for 
ornameutiog and beautifying the elegant location 
upon which the reservoir and works are con 
structed. The patronage of the Water Works has 
cot been so great as it would have been had not 
the disturbed state of tho country causod a gener- 
al retrenchment of expenses, but despite this their 
income has now reached a sum more than sufficient 
to pay all current running expenses. Since the 
Works went into operation sixteen months ago, 
they have performed to general satisfaction, while 
the incessant rains of the winter have fully 
tested the durability of the reservoir embank- 
ment and engine house foundations. Liberality 
in introducing water into houses will soon relieve 
the city from taxation to pay the interest on the 
construction bonds, and every consideration of 
contort and economy invite i its copious use. Tbe 
expenses of running the woiks will not be in- 
creased until they can supply two hundred thou- 
sand inhabitants ; the only outlay will be for pipe 
extensions, and to that all earnings, above cur- 
rent expenses, should be devoted. 

That portion of the Report which refers to the 
general service of pipe throughout the whole city, 
and the manner of meeting the necessary expen- 
diture, demands the particular attent ion of our 
citizens. There a e over one hundred cisterns, of 
large capacity, for the supply of the Fire Depart- 
ment, and that supply, io case of a confligration, 
has the advantage of the entire force of the 
Water Woik 3 to increase it; for the U3e of this 
the city has paid nothing since the Company first 
commenced operations, and for which a liberal 
compensation should be provided. As the Works 
were built from the proceeds of tho sale of city 
bonds for which the inhabitants are taxed to pay 
interest, every citizen should in justice use the 
water so that thore may be no exclusive benefits 
or advantages, for tbe property which is now 
supplied with water ia also subjected to the tax 
while dwellings which do not U9e it have on- 
ly the tax to pay. To remedy this 
it is proposed that tb re should be a general ex- 
tension of the pipes and the levy of a tax upon 
the property which is benefitted by them, each 
tax to be credited to the water rent when the 
service pipes are introduced into the dwellings’ 
This would ultimately lead to the general use of 
the water, because it will cost do mere to do with- 
out it than to take it. Should this system be de- 
cided upoQ and work as advantageously as the 
Directors anticipate, its necessity will be only 
temporary,* to r a sinking fund can soon be crea- 
ted to retire the city bonds beforo maturity, and 
the Water Work*, bocomiug self-supporting, will 
relieve our citizens from all taxation for their ex- 
panses. The interest on city bonds to the amount 
of $056,000 must be paid by tbe earning 9 of the 
Works or by taxation. If the Woiks are gener- 
ally used, the earnings will be all-suffi.ient to 
discontinue th ) tax and pay for the original ex- 
penditure; if they are not U9ed, our people pay 
taxes for what is of no benefit to them. 

The financial condition of the Company is ex- 
cellent, and we will endeavor at an early day to 
lay an exhibit before our readers. The reports of 
the Secretary and Treasurer, Mr. G. R. HuDt, 
and of the Engineer and Super inteedent, Mr. 
Charles Her many, are very satisfactory. The 
schedules attached give detailed statements of 
the whole cist ©f constructing the Work, the ma- 
terial} on hand, the character, size, and location 
of lines of water pipes, with their cistern connec- 
tions, and all other necessary information. Mr. 
Hermany has entered very elaborately upon a full 
report of the location, construction, character, ex- 
tent, operation, success, and cost of the Works, 
all of which is deeply interesting.

TO THE BIG REBEL, HUMPHREY MARSHALL. 

New York, March 20. 

I do not know inhere you are, Humphrey Mar- 
shall, but it is fair to presume that the torment- 
iog arm of the Louisville Journal will reach yon, 
you “big” rebel, no matter in what venue. How 
is your healtl ? And how do you feel? And what 
are you about? Are you merry and singing, thou 
delightful bird? Mine Ancient Pistol bad a fa- 
vorite stanza, which I commend to thee, viz: Si 
fortuna me tormenla , spero me contenla. True, 
the Italian is not as choice as the eentiment, but 
it will do for your case. 

I can hardly realize, Humphrey, that “to this 
complexion” thou hast “come at last.” You have 
been often told — and you should appreciate the 
saying as a compliment — Ihit there are strong 
points of resemblance between yourself and one 
Jack Falstaff. In this comparison I concur, 
Humphrey, with some modifications how- 
ever. An important, a very important, 
difference between yoursslf and old Jack con- 
sists in this : He fought under the King's 
flag; but you are a rebel. Jack was fat, to be 
sure, and witty, and the cause of mirth in others; 
and he draDk hard, and he borrowed much, ard 
he blustered terribly, and he headed ragamuffin 
troop?, and. he fought men in buckram, and he 
ran like the devil from the point of the sword, 
and he was given to lying, and he loved his ease, 
and he was always a sort of big- breeched adven- 
turer, with brains enough, properly directed, lo 
have made his old age respectable; and he ob- 
jscttd to a knock-down “on compulsion.” But, 
after all, Jack aspired to no higher role than that 
of a sensualist or a jester. His country did not 
educate nor honor him; it never trusted him with 
important interests. Jack had no ancestry to dis- 
grace, no constituency to degrade, no dignified 
antecedents to rise up in rebuke of a shameless- 
uess which made his example infamous He was, 
at roost, a rollicking old blade who3e life at least 
in this wa9 useful : that it pointed a moral and 
begat a mirth that ehall never die while language 
lives. We can welcome Jack to our firesides, and 
shake hands with him without self-reproach. His 
fat belly is never out of place in our families. Our 
children 's children shall hail him with tears of 
laughter as harmless, merrjfold Jack. 

It is true — it nr.u3t be confessed — that the old 
fellow was led into some equivocal j-.kes that 
pressed hard upon felony. But then his ancestor, | 
Humphrey, was not a grave and revered Chief , 
Justice, whose memory the land delighted to hon- j 
or! Jack had Done of these advantager; he was 
neither a lawyer, nor the descendant of a lawyer. | 
His Gad’s Hill affair at worst was a dirty prank, 
in which his part was secondary. And, 1 admit, I 
when he had got old, and seedy, and pennyless, ( 
the spectacle is a trifle melancholy that presents 
him pimping with the morry wives of Windsor. | 
Yet (the excuse must go tor what it is worth, in , 
behalf of old Jack) he was out of money; he had 
ns profession on which to lean; he was a bacl- 
elor, Humphrey, whose pecadilloe9 stigimatized 
neither wife nor child — nor do I think it is recorded 
that he pandered either for Mowbray, or Has- I 
tings, or Percej; nor yet for that Reverend Arch - ' 
bishop of York, f who thought it no scandal to 
head a rebellion, “a base and bloody ineurrec- I 
tion,”

And countenanced by boys and beggary." 

And Jack’s last days, Humphrey, were com- 
paratively innocent. True, he suffered tempora- 
ry exile, but be evinced sensibility, for King Har- 
ry breke his heart, and he died— (at least his 
nuned:cided, after full investigation beneath the 
coverlet, that “all was cold ”)— he died babbling 
of green fields, and 

‘We could have better spared a better mao." 

His literary record has lefc us an analysis of 
Sherris Sick;— an easy essay on Conscience; and 
Jack did do up a rather questionable thesis upon 
Honor : — but, after al*, Humphrey, he delivered 
the latter metaphysical (wholly metaphysical)

LOUISVILLE WATER WORKS. 

RFrORT OF THE PRESIDENT AND DIRECTORS TO 
THE STOCKHOLDERS FOR THE YEAR 1861. 

Gentlemen: Since our last annual raport the 
various improvements therein mentioned, as ne- 
cessary to finish and protect the Works, have 
been nearly completed. The approaching season 
will fuable us to finish them entirely, loaviDg 
only such future ou'lays a?, from time to time, 
the abilit y of the Company shall enable them 
to make ia ornamenting and beautifying the 
grounds. 

The past 3 ear has been one cf unprecedented 
gloom and apprehension. Simultaneously with 
tho turning of the water into the city, commenced 
that political panic which, overspreading tbe 
whole country, culminated in a dreadful civil 
war, which has disturbed and deranged every 
branch of businefs, and created such a general 
distrust for the future, that few have felt safe in 
making any further outlay?, and all have re- 
trenched their expanse?, dispensing with every- 
thing that cculd possibly bo done without. 

Owing to this state of the public mind, the pat- 
ronage of the Water Works has not been so great 
as it would otherwise have been. But amid all 
tho troubles and discouragements incident tc the 
times, we are gratified in being able to state that 
the incomo now being derived from the Works 
has reached a sum more than sufficient to pay all 
current running expenses. 

Tbe signs of the times, though still not free 
from painful solicitude, are decidedly more cheer- 
ing than they have boen, and the indications now 
are that the troubles of the ccuntry will scon be 
wrought to a successful termination, and with the 
opeciDg of spring there will boa restorati m of 
confidence, and a revival of business and trade, 
and we may confidently look for a very large ac- 
cession to our list of consumers. 

The Works have been in operation for over fix • 
teen month?, and have performed, ia every re- 
sptc% as well as we had hoped, giviug entire sat- 
isfaction. 

Tie inc e 8 *ant >aios daring the present winter, 
accompanied with the flood-height of the Ohio 
River, have severely tested our reservoir embank 
merit at d engine he me foundations; proving their 
permanency and durability to such an extent as 
fit ould relieve us from ail apprehensions for the 
future. 

All now nquirod to render the Wa'er Work) a 
complete success is for our cit’zsns, with their 
accustomed liberality, to come forward at once 
and subscribe for the *ater. Every condderation 
of comfort and economy invites to this. The 
more liberal the patronage, the more rap’d will 
be tho c x'en 8 ion of pipes, and the sooner shall we 
be relieved from taxation to pay the iaterest on 
the bords issued to build the Woiks. 

All earnings ab ve current expenses should bo 
devoted to pipe extension, until they are laid in 
overy street in the city where the water can be 
taken for family or manufacturing purposes or 
will afford protection to property from tire. 

1 li expense of furnishing two huidred thou- 
sand inhabitant?, iu addition to the few al r oady 
c applied by tho Water Wcrk*, would be nothing, 
save the cost of i d li iona! fuel. It woulJ in- 
volv® no increase of officers or employees. 

'I he av irage cost per rquar *, of Dying f joi or 
six irch pipe, will not exceid $450. There are 
p jrhaps tvn miles of streets at this time in the city 
to bo laid, which wou!d yield, at the very low- 
est estimate, 25 per cent, upon the cost of laying 
the pipes, besides tho protection that would bo 
afforded property from fire. How important then, 
when tho in\ eitment will make so large a return, 
that tbe enterprise should have the most liberal 
encouragement, both from our citizens and the 
city in her corporate capacity, so &b to swell the 
income to as large an amount as possiblo acd en- 
able tho Company to make the necessary exten- 
sions. There ia too much capital invested in the 
Water Works to permit the neglect of any at- 
tainable means to render it as active acd produc- 
tive as possible. 

The Fire Department his boon supplied by the 
Water Work) ever ticcs the water was first turned 
into the city, and up to this time the Company 
bas not boon paid a cent for the same. This, no 
doubt, has been owing to tho financial 1 roubles 
under which the city has been herself L boring. 
But it is to be bcpvd that at an early day she 
will be ro far relieved from her embarrassments 
as to enable her to p*y a fair and liberal remuner- 
ation for the water used b}- the F.re Department. 

It is true, the ci f y virtually owns the whole 
Works, and it may, with some apparent plau i5il- 
ity, be said ehe eh mid not be required to pay 
anything for the water sho uses; but, on ihe 
other hand, it cm with equal truth and more 
justice b) replied, that the Works have been 
t»u k by means derived from the sale of city 
bonds, the interest on which is paid by taxes 
levied upon all our citizens, and there is no pro 
prbty or justice in some of them enjoying their 
advantages and benefits to the exclusion of the 
others. 

And we know of no fairer way of increasing the 
revenue and extending the pip*s, than for the 
city to pay a liberal price for the use of the water 
for Ihe Firo Depar moot, as the fund out of 
which it will btjpaid is rai: ed by genoral taxatior. 

At present the system of pipeige is only pir~ 
tial;fomeof our citizers are supplied with the 
conveniecce of water in their families acd manu- 
facturing establishments, and have th 6 ir insur- 
ance lessened and their property protected from 
6 r»; whilst others who contributed equally to 
build the Water Works, and pay an 8 nnual tax to 
discharge the interest of tbo water bond.®, derive 
no benefit from thorn wha’ever. This is not just. 
Every principle of equality and fair dealing de- 
mands that there fiboul.i be a genoral extension 
of piper; and to effect that end the city should 
not only pay a liberal prico for the water used by 
the Fire Department; but if tbe roveuue derived 
from that sourco and from private const mors is 
still not rnflkiont to enable tbe Company to make 
the extension genera), then the ci y should raise 
the sum in tome other way. 1 is poor economy

The pipe district now is too limited to boar such 
a tax But as soon as there ii a general exten- 
sion of pipe?, wo would suggest to the City Coun- 
cil the propriety of purchasing the few share? 
owned by private stock h dders in the Works, aLd 
then applying lo the Legislature for an amend- 
ment to the Charter, authorizing tho city to levy 
a specific tax of ten or fifteen cent? per front foot 
upon all properly fronting streets where the water 
)ipos aro laid, and an ad valorem tax upon tbe 
>uilding?, merchandise, furniture, tnl other per- 
sonal property in said district sufficient to pay tbe 
interest on the bonds and the running expenses 
of tbe Works. 

There can be no doubt that the fact of pipes be- 
ing laid in front of a vacant lot enhances its value 
sufficiently to enable it to bsar the specific tax 
named, and persons who hive their buildings and 
merchandi e, furniture, and other personal prop- 
erty protected from tiro, cannot reasonably com- 
plain if they are required to pay for it. 

If this pian should be adopted, wherever water 
is introduced into any properly, the taxes upon 
that piece of proporty should be credited by the 
water rent paid. The effort of this system would 
be to cause the water to be introduced into nearly 
every dwelling bouse, store, ehop, and manufac- 
turing establishment within th* water district. 
For when it becomes generally known that it 
cos's no more to have water than to do without 
i r , there are very few, we presume, who would 
not take it. 

Afier the water shall b) generally taken, fuch 
is tbe capacity cf the Woik9 and the tcoaomy 
with which th y have been built, that a very low 
tariff of charges will not ODly pay the iaterest on 
the water bonds and running expense?, but will 
crea’e a sinking fund out of wb ch the bonds 
themselves c in bo retired long before maturity, 
and relievo our citiz-ms entirely from all taxation 
on account cf the Water Works. 

It i3 not expected this plan will give universal 
satisfaction, for it is almost impossible to establish 
any general role of taxatioa which will bear 
equally upon all; still we know of no system that 
will more nearly approximate equality than the 
one proposed 

The city of Louisville bas issued bonds to the 
amount of $956,000 to build ihe Wa’er Works. 
The interest on these bonds has to be paid, either 
by direct taxation or from tho earnings of the 
VVorks. The Work) cannot earn a rovenuo un- 
less cur ci izens take the water. If the water is 
generally taker, we repeat, the revenue derived 
from tbe water rents will psy the interest; and if 
it is not generally taken, tfion the interest must 
continue to be paid by direct taxation. Tbe 
least that ought to be doae, in our opinion is, to 
make the extension of the pipe3 general, and 
piece tho water within the reacu of every prop 
erty htldrr, and leave it rptionary with him to 
receive water for the taxes he pays, or continue 
to pay b : s taxes and d > without water, as be may- 
elect. i he Work 3 belorg to our citizens. It is 
for them to patronize them and bo entirely re- 
lieved of taxep, or refuse to patroniz) them and 
continue to pay the tax ?, as hereto foro, without 
deriving any benefit from them 

Wehopethese suggestions will have the ear- 
nest attention of the Council, that in dealing 
with the Water Woiki they will not forget they 
belong almost entirely to the city, and that every 
facility they cm afford to extend tin operations 
of these Works td Is s) much to the wealth and 
prosperity of the whole city.

C ongressional Proceedings, Sic. 

Cairo, April 30. 

The water in the Ohio ro3e one inch last night, 
and is now from 6 to 10 inches above the old 
levee. The water was stayed by the vigilance 
and execution of the Mayor, who 19 constantly at 
work with large gangs of men, raising the low 
place?, and throwing up additional embankments 
It is confidently expected that in this way the 
danger will bo averted, though a very slight 
wind would inevitably inundate the city. 

Inside of the levee the water is accumulating 
very rapidly. In many places it is several .feet 
d*en. The principal streets are navigable by 
skiffs. 

Long trains of freight cars stood on the levee 
occupied as dwellings by familes who have been 
driven from their homes. 

A refugee from Memphis reports that Hum- 
boldt is occupied by a small rebel force, engaged 
in throwing up defencive works. He brings 
Memphis papers of the 26th. They contain lit- 
tle matter of interest, further than the confirma- 
tion of tho fall cf Now Orleans. 

The Ava ancho grumbles that the authorities 
suppress details in regard to the affair. I says 
novhing but the bare fact of the surrender is 
known. 

The fame paper says the Southern people are 
fast losiLg all confidence in their r ver defence?. 

It ir generally admitted that the Federal army 
can be no longer successfully resisted. 

It also intimates a lack of confidence in the 
stability of the Southern Confederacy by advising 
its patrons to invest whatever money they have 
in real estate while a pa-chase can be made for 
the money now in circulation, which is principal- 
ly rebel Treasury notes. 

The conscription law is rigidly enforced. The 
fcTnion men are secreting themselves or flying to 
avoid its operations. 

Refugees report that merchants of avowed 
.secession prcclivities are removiug their goods to 
plac«8 cf concealment and seertsy. Large cum- 
ber of families are moving away daily. 

The idea of burning the town is aband oned, in 
const quonce of the determined opposition of prop- 
erty-holders. 

It is currently r< ported at Memphis that Beau- 
regard has not over 80,000 troops now at Corinth, 
and that there is no hope of his successfully re- 
sisting Halleck, who is believed to have 200,000 
men. 

As our informant left Memphis, it was reported 
that the rebel guDboat fleet from New Orleans 
we e in eight, bound up the river to join Hollins’s 
flea’. 

A steamer just arrived from Pittsburg reports a 
serious fkirmish between the advance of the 
Federal army, 5,000 strong, and a large body of 
rebel?, five miles from Corinth. Tbe Federate 
were victorious. No mention is made of tho 
losses on eithor aids. The Federal? toik t wenty - 
nino prisoners. Cannonading was still heard 
when the steamer left. 

Chicago, April 30. 

A rpecial messenger from Cairo to the Times 
arrivtd ( 10 m Tiptonville reports heavy canonad- 
iog heard throughout Monday night and Tuesday 
iu tho d ire c ion cf Fort Wright. 

Thore have b.en no arrivals from the fleet since 
Monday noon. 

It is apprehended that the rebel fleet at the 
Fort has been reinforced by gunboats from New 
Orleans, and a ( tacked our fleet. This was not 
unexpected. 

At ihe last advicoa from the fleet Com. Foote 
was fully prepared for any emergency. 

Washington, April 30. 

A letter received here from a gentleman, high 
io authority in Tennessee, contains the following: 

4 Sav to the P< stmaster General that we are suc- 
ceeding beyond oar mcs-. sanguine expectations. 
As soon au the rebel army is driven boyend the 
limits of Tennessee the State will stand for the 
Union by an overwhelming maj trity. I hope 
the Government will be impressed with tbe abio- 
lute necestity of tbe army entering East Tennes- 
see. The secessionists there are arresting and 
plundering our people by thousands. Their acts 
of inhumanity ami barbarity are without paral- 
lel.” The letter concludes: “Great God, is there 
no relief for that people.” 

The POatoflice Department has reopened the 
f Bowing office? in Tennessee: Murfreesboro, 
Bpringtitld, and Franklin If tho Administration 
should not in all respects meet the expectation of 
tha country, the failure will net be for want of 
volunteer advico on the war, financial and slave- 
ry questions — numerous letters proffering it bring 
constantly received from all parts of the United 
States, and even from foreign lands. 

It. is not probable that : muggling goods into 
Virginia from the Chesapeake biy and the adja- 
cent waters will much longer bo a profitable spec- 
ulation. The recent numerc us captures show that 
the revenue regulations are ftrictly enforced. 

Gor. W. T. ShermaD, in sccoriano |with the 
recommendation of Gen. Halle* k, has boen nomi 
natod for a Major General. 

Fortress Monroe, April 29. 

The Charleston Mercury says that 9 schooners 
left the city on the previous Saturday to run the 
blockade.

Island on Wednesday. On Friday they were seen 
by our pickets and wtre fired upon, under the 
suppoai’ion that they wero Yankees. David 
Kauffer, of Augusta, was killed. The three 
other vessels were sent f o Port Royal.

Aberdeen.” He supports all measure? the Mtal? 
ter, bl* patron, lays bsfbre the House, and thus 
repre?enta Abordeec! 

Here members receive no salary, yet retire with 
large fortunes often. Shrewd people imagine 
they sell their votes, but this is only circumstan- 
tial evidence!

I believe my country to be self-sustaining, and 
that sbe con exist, and even prosper, without 
England; ard without cur commerce, without our 
grain, she wist &off*r famine. Money 6 he ha* 1 , I 
grant, but sovereigns are an iodig«atiblo diet, 
and. will nr*t satisfy the cravlag s'omachs cf her 
over crowded nopal ice. 

This is a woader'ul nation for testimonials. 
Virtue is not supposed to be La cwn reward bere. 
A man holds a “ fat office if he fl Jiply atteods 
to the duty he is paid fbr, oe retiring a costly tes- 
timonial is presented to him. A young lady re- 
sists tbe brutal advances of a “c»b driver,” and 

f ireservps her honor, some hundreds of pounds are 
mmedia'ely sub-cribtd for her. “ The Prince 
('/onsort," oroe a poor foreigner, marries th 6 
Queor, lives in clover, and is richly pensioned 
try the groaolrg tax-payers cf the country 
for doing nothing, wh’oh he contrived 
to do in a genteel manner, like a deoenc f^H *w, 
which I believe he whs — though I would have 
been willing to have filled his situation for half 
bis pay! Hedies, ard in a few weeks over a 
hundred thousand pounds are subscribed to rear a 
monument to his memory in London. Now all 
this would be credhable but f r one thing. Upon 
tbe “Galway coast," in tbo west of lrelmd, thou- 
sands of people are in a state cf starvation — hun- 
dreds of families have been destitute of fuel for 
tbe whole winter.

Capture of the Alfred Robb — A Tennes- 
see river pit >t, who appears to be a wide awake 
fellow, gives an amusing account of the manner 
in which tho rebel steamer Robb was captured by 
our gunboats. It seems a government steamer, 
heavily laden wiih government s ores, in wend- 
ing her way up the river, got aground. News of 
this mishap quickly reached the Confederal e% 
and about 200 of them took possession of the 
Robb, put a light fieldpiece on board, and starred 
down tbe little stream in which she has been con- 
cealed since tbe first expedition of our gunboats 
up the Tennessee river, for the purpose of bag- 
ging a rich prta*. The Robb arrived in the \i 
cini:y of the Federal tran-port, still bard aground, 
after pight. The soldiers were concealed in tbe 
thickets, on shore, and tbe little privateer bunt- 
tag a snug resting plaoe, quietly awaited tbe ap- 

f roac h of daylight for the consummation of her 
ntentions. 

During tbe night, a couple of Ihe gunboats — 
regolar night hawks, they do most of their going 
after dark— possibly smpicioning mischief, came 
sneaking up the river. One of them gcchored a 
short distance below where tbo Robb w as con- 
cealed and the other passing op on the epporito 
side of an island in the river, w*s not detected by 
those oq beard the Robb, and going up tho river 
a short dislancs ?h% too, came to anchor and 
awaited daylight. 

Conceiving ihe coast to be clear, early the next 
morning the Robb started oat to take possession 
of her prize. Before reaching it, however, one 
of the “Lincoln sneaks,” as they are called in 
Dixie, was discovered creeping after her. Great- 
ly alirmtd, the little rebel etoamer turned her 
head np stream and w»nt off splattering snd 
putting at an alarming rate. The gunboat pa ; d 
the usual compliments of the morning, by send- 
ing a couple of sheila, which exploded near tbe 
skedjdling little steamor, to which It, lacking in 
politeness, paid no attention beyond raising more 
steam and putfL g with more vigor. Reading an 
abrupt bend ia ihe river, all on board the rebel 
craft were horror-etrnck at finding themselves 
immediately under the broadside of another gun- 
boat, which appeared to be coolly awaiting their 
approach. Though surprised, the party on board 
the Robb did not lose their presence of mind, 
ard. as if by insttact, every man on board seized 
table cloths, towels, and whatever other white 
eubatance on which they could lay tbeir hands, 
and ^ waved them with frantic vigor, amidst des 
pairing shouts of “don’t shoot, we Etzrreider " 
The gunboat didn’t stoot, and, directing the rebel 
steamer to follow in her wake, quietly made her 
way to beac’q iarters, wh*.n ftp privateer was 
banded over to the proper authorities. The R >bb 
was the last rebel craft in the Tenue.ssee, and we 
doubt not the gunboats will take care that many 
vears will elapje before a flag hostile to the 
General Government is ever again spread to ths 
breeze on that boautiful atream.

Tbe battle was prolonged till evening, when Bu 
ell’s division appeared on the opposite bank of the 
rivor and began to croas. The reinforcements of 
tbe Union army mads the repulse of t!j« enemy 
on Monday a matter of certainty, but that tho 
whole of Grant's division was not overwhelmed 
on Sunday before the renforcoments arrived was 
simply due to the obsiina'e courage of tbe rark 
aod file of Grant’s division, fighting against odds 
which, on military principle?, they would, p. r- 
haps, have »>een jusiiied in yielding to at aa ear- 
ly hour of that memorable day.
